Kitty Marshall and Carl Raminger - who between them have given 
eighty-five years of their lives in the service of the Hospital for Special 
Surgery were the honor guests at the Centennial Dinner for the hospital 
employees and we felt a special glow of pride at being there. When two 
people give all of their working lives to a purpose or cause, they have not 
just given the use of their hands, their skills and their minds - they have 
given much more - they have given their spirit, their loyalty and their 
devotion to the Hospital. 


It 1S people like these two who have made a living thing of the 
Hospital - they have given it the breath of life and have become part of 
its sinew and fiber in the service and care of the patients who enter its 
doors.

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CENTENNIAL SCIENTIFIC CONFERENCE 


In honor of the hospital's centennial, a scientific conference was 
held on May Ist, 2nd and 3rd. On Wednesday, May 1st,a clinical program was 
given at HSS, the highlight of which was the presidential address by Dr. 
Frank Parrish of Houston, Texas. Dr. Parrish spoke on the clinical use of 
large homologous bone and joint transplants to replace defects caused by the 
removal of malignant bone tumors. 


On Thursday and Friday, the sessions were devoted to the theme 
"Prevention of Disease in a Changing World." Dr. Franklin C. McLean, Profes- 
Sor Emeritus of Physiology at the University of Chicago, opened the session 
at the Caspary Auditorium of the Rockefeller Institute. Dr. Goran Bauer 
spoke about the changes that have occurred in the field of orthopedics in 
the past one hundred years. Dr. David Y. Hsia, Associate Professor of Pedia- 
trics at Northwestern University Medical School, reviewed the advance in 
hereditary metabolic disorders of the bone, emphasizing six of these disorders 
in particular. Dr. Jerome Gross, Assistant Professor of Medicine at Harvard 
University, spoke on processes involved in the remodelling of collagen 
accompanying the change from tadpole to frog. Dr. Jan Waldenstrom, Professor 
of Medicine at the University of Lund in Sweden, concluded the morning session 
with a talk on maladies of protein templates, a group of diseases which 
secondarily involve bone. He reported on the use of a new drug to control 
abnormal globulin formation in myeloma. 


After luncheon at the Beekman Towers Hotel, the meeting was again 
brought to order by Dr. Philip D. Wilson. He introduced Dr. Alexander M. 
Cooke, Director of the Medical Unit at St. Thomas Hospital, Oxford, England. 
Dr. Cooke summarized his researches into the epidemiology of fractures and 
Showed how these remarkably increased in women over the age of 35 and in 
men over the age of 45, presumably an indication of weakening of the skeleton. 
Dr. Charles H. Frantz, Chairman of the Subcommittee on Prosthetic Research 
and Development of the National Academy of Sciences, spoke on his recent 
extensive study of the thalidomide-induced malformations in Germany and the 
necessity for advances in artificially-powered prosthetic devices. After a 
brief intermission, the remainder of the afternoon was spent in a general 
discussion of medical education. This was begun by two presentations, one 
from Dr. Rene J. Dubos, Professor of Pathology and Microbiology of the 
Rockefeller Institute, whose subject was widening the range of medical 
research, and another from Dr. Charles H. Herndon, Rainbow Professor of 
Orthopedic Surgery at Western Reserve University School of Medicine, whose 
title was "Orthopedic Education, Current Problems and Future Development." 
Dr. Walsh McDermott, Livingston Farrand Professor of Public Health at Cornell 
then moderated a panel consisting of Sir Harry Platt, Emeritus Professor 
of Orthopedic Surgery at the University of Manchester, England, and Drs. 
Gross, Waldenstrom and Herndon. The discussion, in which the audience 
participated, was a lively one and emphasized the concern of dipolarization 
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of medical teaching into two separate divisions, research ana vCuLiIeceas 


Dr. Russell L. Cecil opened the Friday session at the New York 
Hospital Amphitheatre. Dr. Paul Weiss, Professor of Developmental Biology 
at the Rockefeller Institute, spoke on the biodynamics of the skeletal system, 
stressing the need to keep in proper balance all factors influencing its 
development. Dr. Robert Mellors then reviewed recent advances in the immuno- 
pathology of rheumatoid arthritis. Dr. Hans Selye, Professor of Experimental 
Medicine and Surgery at the University of Montreal, spoke on his experimental 
observations that isolated calcification could be induced in various structures 
and organs of rats by a method which he has developed. Dr. Carroll B. Larson, 
Professor of Orthopedic Surgery, University of Iowa, reviewed the develop- 
ment of orthopedics in relation to the surgery and treatment of patients 
with rheumatoid arthritis. This was followed by a presentation by Dr. Currier 
McEwen, Emeritus Professor of Medicine at New York University College of 
Medicine, on the current trends in research in the field of rheumatic diseases. 


After a luncheon at the Tavern-on-the-Green, the afternoon was 
devoted to the discussion of changing aspects of medical care. Dr. Joseph 
C. Hinsey, Director of NYH-CUMC, introduced the speakers and served as 
moderator of the concluding panel discussion. Dr. David P. Barr, Professor 
of Medicine, Emeritus, Cornell, spoke on the developing patterns of medical 
care in the U.S. and Dr. Leona Baumgartner, Assistant Administrator for 
the Agency for International Development of the Department of State, spoke 
on the problem of deficient medical care in the so-called underdeveloped 
countries throughout the world. Dr. David D. Rutstein, Professor of Pre- 
ventive Medicine at Harvard, concluded the formal part of the program by 
discussing the future development of medical care. The three speakers were 
then joined by Dr. McDermott and members of the audience in a lively dis- 
cussion of the subject which rapidly came back to the problem of medical 
education. 


All those who attended the conference considered it a great success. 
The presentations will be published in a memorial volume.
